THE  CANADIAN,  Indian  and 
Polish  members  of  the  ICC  were 
accompanied  on  the  helicopter 
flight  to  Khang  Khay  by  repre- 
sentatives of  Britain  and  the 
Soviet  Union,  co-chairmen  of  the 
Geneva  peace-keeping  machinery 
in  Laos.

NEUTRALIST  PRINCE  Souv- 
anna  Phouma  appealed  to  the 
ICC,  Britain  and  Russia  and  the 
diplomats  of  five  other  nations 
Tuesday  to  intervene  with  Sou- 
phaouvong'’  and  end  the  threat 
of  renewed  full-scale  civil  war.

Of  AMS  Award 
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Look  Positively  At  Social  Needs 


It  may  be  unusual  for  an  editorial  board 
to  criticize  its  own  paj)er ; however,  one  could 
seriously  question  whether  yesterday’s  arti- 
cle regarding  campus  clubs  sealed  the  lid 
tighter  on  this  knotty  issue  or  knocked  it 
completely  off. 

A NEED  FOR  POSITIVE  THINKING 
The  main  activity  need  on  the  Brigham 
Young  University  campus  today  is  not  for 
legislation  and  negativism,  but  for  serious 
introspection  and  significant  response  which 
will  make  the  campus  attitude  toward  stu- 
dent organizations  positive. 

Until  those  involved  in  the  clubs  feel 
wanted  and  are  recognized  as  a needed  part 
of  the  studentbody,  they  will  never  channel 
their  inevitable  activity  in  a direction  which 
will  upgrade  the  university  atmosphere  and 
provide  the  intellig:ent  enthusiasm  which 
gives  a school  its  spirit. 

This  is  indeed  the  function  of  extra-cur- 
ricular organizations— to  create  activity 
among  small  groups  which  not  only  fills  so- 
cial and  service  needs,  but  which  stimulates 
the  entire  university  community  positively 
and  wholesomely.  \ 

When  the  decision  of  tlie  Board  of  Trust- 
ees was  made  effective  in  1962,  those  in- 
volved in  social  units  cooperated  with  com- 
mendable obedience  and  a desire  to  solve  the 
existing  problems.  These  people  cannot  be 
stifled — they  are  too  often  the  people  who 
“make  things  go”,  and  showed  themselves 
willing  to  comply  wholeheartedly  to  adminis- 
trative restrictions. 

A NEED  FOR  CLARITY 
There  still  exists  a sore  need  for  clarity 


about  the  current  policy.  Many  of  the  evils 
to  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  justly  ob- 
jected in  1961  still  exist  with  other  names. 
This  only  makes  the  evils  fester — like  Pro- 
hibition: people  get  the  idea  that  the  rules 
don’t  really'  mean  anything.  This  can,  be  dan- 
gerously harmful,  not  only  for  reasons  of  so- 
cial status-seeking  and  underground  activity, 
but  for  simple  'moral  integrity. 

Four  hundred  girls  “tried  out”  for  each 
of  several  different  campus  organizations. 
This  shows  a desire  and  a need  for  an  outlet 
like  nothing  else  could. 

New  clubs  are  being  formed  almost  daily 
— people  want  and  must  be  able  to  identify 
with'  something  at  a university  this  size. 

A STUDENTBODY  ISSUE 

It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  “social  units” 
cap  create  evils-.  But  that  day  is  past.  The 
issue  is  no  longer  whether  or  nqt  to  have 
them.  The.  issue  is  much  deeper — how  to 
administer  a policy  which,  while  correct  and 
necessary,  is  extremely  difficult  to  define 
and  execute  because  of  the  demands  of 
reality. 

Wliat  is  needed  is  a means  for  executing 
the  existing  policy  realistically  and  fairly. 
Let  us  hope  that  the  studentbody  itself  may 
sense  its  responsibility  to  rid  itself  of  so- 
cial evils  with  or  without  negative  names  and 
for  making  extra-curricular  activity  a means 
of  building  up  rather  than  tearing  down. 

Only  the  students  shape  the  attitude  of 
the  university.  We  have  complete  freedom  to 
recognize  and  to  solve  the  problem,  as  long 
as  it  is  done  with  maturity  and  a true  sense 
of  honor — the  Spirit  of  the  Y.

2.  Good-quality  stainless  ste'el, 
although  attractive,  has  never 
performed  as  well  as  other  equip, 
ment  for  some  types  of  cookery. 
Even  with  a carbon  core,  stain- 
less steel  equipment  heats  un- 
evenly and  often  scorches  food, 
Different  materials  work  well  for 
different  jobs  (cast  iron  makes 
the  best  skillet,  glass  is  good  for 
casseroles,  aluminum  is  a better 
conductor  of  heat  for  saucepans, 
etc.) 

3.  A family  doesn't  need  so 
much  equipment!  A housewife 
only  has  four  (or  perhaps  six) 
burners  on  her  stove. 

4.  New  materials  are  being 
perfected  every  day,  and  by  the 
time  you  marry  a better  piece 
of  equipment  may  have  been 
developed.  Consider  the  grease- 
less Teflon,  the  new  Duranel. 
Buy  equipment  when  you’re 
ready  to  use  it!
